A PARLIAMENTARY candidate 
for South East Cambridgeshire 
was expelled from an opp¬ 
osition party for sending 
“sexual” emails to female co- 
workers. 

lohn Cowan, Labour candidate, 
was thrown out of the Liberal 
Democrats following disciplinary 
action - but insists he jumped 
before he was pushed. 

The former glamour model manager 
even spoke to the Tory party about joining 
them before becoming a Labour cand¬ 
idate, the Weekly News can reveal. 

Furious Liberal Democrat bosses 
contacted the Weekly News after reading 
that 35-year-old Mr Cowan was standing 
in the General Election. 

The candidate, who lives in Norwich 
with his mother, was a Liberal Democrat 
member but was suspended in December 
2003 and expelled in early 2004. 

He then approached the Conservatives 
before eventually signing up to the 
Labour party. 

Mr Cowan, who says he is “committed 
to social justice”, is now fighting for the 
South East Cambridgeshire seat, which 
includes Soham, Burwell and Fordham as 
well as Dullingham and Cheveley. 

Mr Cowan told the Weekly News : “I 
knew all of this would come out at some 
point but it’s all in the past. 


“I sent those emails purely to try and 
damage the Liberal Democrat party as I 
was adamant I wanted to leave and I 
wanted to get at them before I did. 

“The emails were aimed at one thing 
and one thing only; to show the whole 
party up. 

“Even though I’ve been a Liberal 
Democrat member and discussed joining 
the Conservatives, I believe I’m a Labour 
man through and through. 

“I’m standing in the General Election to 
represent the views of local people and I 


have always had that political drive.” 

He added: “The emails were not sexual 
harassment matters - the sexual content 
was behind the scenes stuff about the 
party. The sexual, seedy-side. Prostitution 
and that sort of thing. 

“It was all about transparency and 
wanted to show the hypocrisy of the Lib 
Dems. I think it is a spectacular own goal 
by the Lib Dems to bring this all up now.” 

A Liberal Democrat source, who did not 
wish to be named, said: “To say I was 
shocked when I saw John Cowan’s name 


in the paper for standing as a Labour 
candidate in the General Election is an 
understatement. 

“He was a Liberal Democrat until 2004 
when the party eventually threw him out 
for several accounts of bad behaviour, the 
latest of which was sending sexual emails 
to a number of political female figures. 

“John Cowan is just determined to be a 
politician, whatever the party.” 

The email claims were confirmed by 
David Allworthy, head of compliance and 
constitutional support for the Liberal 
Democrat party. He added: “I can confirm 
that John Cowan was a Liberal Democrat 
member until early 2004. 

“Our records show he was suspended 
in December 2003 and expelled from the 
party in early 2004. 

“We no longer have any other records 
relating to this matter.” 

Mr Cowan claims to be heavily involved 
in the motorsport industry, helping run a 
team called Spirit Racing, although 
Company’s House lists that company as 
being dissolved. 

He was also manager to an Asian glam¬ 
our model, Sunny Nersian, also known as 
Krystal, who told the Weekly News : “Mr 
Cowan was my manager up until two 
years ago.

Private school 
founder dies

THE founder of 
Newmarket's only 
private school has 
died aged 92. 

Rosamonde Taylor 
started Newmarket’s 
Fairstead House School 
60 years ago following 
the death of her 
husband Orton at the 
end of the Second World 
War. 

She started giving 
lessons to five children 
in a house in Sackville 
Street, Newmarket, 
before she bought 
Fairstead House in 
Fordham Road which 
doubled as her home 
and a school. 

Pupil numbers 
increased to nearly 40 
and she continued as 
owner and head teacher 
until 1978 when a 
charitable trust was set 
up to run the school. 

John East, former 


school bursar, said: “She 
devoted her life to 
children and edu¬ 
cational excellence. 


“The school estab¬ 
lished an ethos be¬ 
lieving in a strong 
religious background 


and family atmosphere 
which has remained 
ever since.” 

He added: “Mrs Taylor 
- 'Ros’ as she was 
known to her friends - 
will be greatly missed, 
not only for her 
educational achieve¬ 
ments but also as a 
good citizen of New¬ 
market.” 

She lived in Green¬ 
fields, Newmarket, until 
recent months when 
she moved into a care 
home at Fulbourn 
where she died. 

Since her retirement 
the school has had just 
three head teachers and 
has expanded to 
provide places to more 
than 100 pupils be¬ 
tween the ages of three 
and 11. 

Mrs Taylor’s funeral 
will be held at St Mary’s 
Church, Newmarket, on 
Tuesday, May 4, at 2pm. 

She is survived by her 
daughter Ann who lives 
in London. 
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Four bailed after 
attack on Polish men 

THREE youths and a man have been 
released on bail after an attack which 
left two Polish men with head injuries 
and a stab wound. 

The incident happened in Emmanuel 
Close, Mildenhall, at 2.45am on 
Saturday. 

The two victims, in their 20s, were 
taken to West Suffolk Hospital, Bury St 
Edmunds, for treatment to head injuries 
and a wound to the hand or arm. The 
injuries are not believed to have been 
life-threatening and the men are 
understood to have been allowed home 
after treatment. 

Police are investigating whether the 
attack was racially motivated. 

Four people, two 16-year-olds, a 17- 
year-old and a 25-year-old, were 
arrested on suspicion of wounding with 
intent to cause grievous bodily harm. 
They were released on bail until June 7 
when they have to return to Bury St 
Edmunds police station. 

Police hunt driver 
who wielded knife 

POLICE are hunting a driver who 
brandished a knife at a pedestrian.

He was driving a Mark 1 Ford Focus 
with a large exhaust, white dials on the 
dashboard and different alloy wheels 
on the front and back.

A NEW £75,000 BMX cycle track has 
been officially opened. 

The track, in Mildenhall Woods, off 
College Heath Road, was tried out by 
cycle enthusiasts to mark the opening.

with the balance of the cash coming from

Site bulldozed 
before depot 
plans granted 


RESIDENTS opposing 
a controversial scheme 
to set up a recycling 
depot at a disused 
railway station have 
complained that the 
site has been bulldozed 
before planning per¬ 
mission was granted. 

The scheme at the old 
station at Fordham, has 
drawn objections from 
people living nearby. 

The parish council has 
opposed the scheme and 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council “raised concerns” 
about the plans by Essex- 
based recycling company P F 
Ahern earlier this month. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council will decide whether 
planning permission can be 
granted but no date has been 
announced when the county 
will make its decision. 

District councillors have 
said it would be difficult to 
resist Ahern’s plans because 
the old station yard has been 
used as a scrapyard and

waste transfer site since the 
mid 1990s. 

But they have asked the 
county council to consider 
strict conditions to limit 
traffic problems caused by 
more than 70 lorry journeys 
a day as well as possible 
noise and smells. 

Residents were alarmed 
when a bulldozer began 
clearing the site last week, 
although buildings which are 
due to be demolished if 
permission is granted were 
left untouched. 

Jo Bunnage, who lives in 
Station Road, Fordham, said: 
“The company should have 
submitted an environmental 
impact assessment report 
which they had promised to 
do at a meeting. 

“Now they have just 
flattened the land and it 
brings us to question 
whether we can trust their 
promises about how they 
will operate the site.” 


She said ponds nearby 
could support rare great 
crested newts but any on the 
six-acre site could have been 
crushed by the bulldozer. 

Papers submitted to the 
district council by the 
company said a “walk over” 
evaluation had been carried 
out by a qualified ecologist. 

Although no bats - a 
protected species - had been 
found, there was an 
indication of native reptiles. 

The report said 
“appropriate mitigation 
measures” would be taken to 
relocate the reptiles. 

A spokesman for PF Ahern 
said the work was carried out 
to clear weeds from hard- 
standing areas on the site 
and the machine used was 
not capable of demolishing 
buildings. 

He said: “A lot of time and 
money has been invested in 
the current application 
which the company would 
not want to prejudice by 
acting improperly at this late 
stage.”

Body reclaimed as 
suspicions grew

THE daughter of wealthy 
widow Catherine Devas has 
described how her mother's 
funeral went ahead without a 
body after scheming carers 
allegedly drew up a bogus 
will. 

Elizabeth Devas told Cambridge 
Crown Court on Tuesday that when 
they tried to visit Mrs Devas’ flat in 
Beaufort Place on the day she died in 
December 2006, they found the 
locks had been changed and it then 
emerged a new will had been drawn 
up, naming Marcus Mackay, the son 
of one of the carers, Zandra Mackay, 
as the sole beneficiary. 

As suspicions about Mrs Devas’ 
final years grew, the coroner 
reclaimed the corpse and the funeral 
had to be held without it. 

Zandra Mackay, 62, and fellow 
carer Deborah Atkinson, 48, are 
accused with several relatives of 
conning Mrs Devas out of hundreds 
of thousands of pounds. 

Mackay, of Wilkin Walk, 
Cottenham, denies three charges of 
conspiracy to defraud, while 
Atkinson of The Street, Lidgate, has 
admitted the same three charges. 

Marcus Mackay, 43, of Romford, 
Essex, has also pleaded guilty to 
three counts of conspiracy to 
defraud. 

Questioned by prosecutor John 
Pini, Ms Devas said the atmosphere

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in the Cambridge flat had become 
“very unwelcoming” after Mackay 
and Atkinson took over as carers in 
2003. 

Ms Devas described the revelation 
in July 2005 that £450,000 in stocks 
and shares owned by her mother 
had been spent and as the family’s 
concerns grew, in August that year 
Ms Devas tried to get her mother to 
give someone the power of attorney 
over her affairs. 

Ms Devas told the court that after 
her mother’s death the family were 
unable to get into the flat and 
Marcus Mackay refused to meet 
them. 

The alleged homemade will, 
which was drawn up in November 
2005 and cut the family out of the 
inheritance, was discovered after her 
mother’s death. 

Ms Devas said it contained 
uncharacteristic colloquialisms and 
grammatical errors. But by the time 
these concerns were raised and the 
coroner stepped in, it was too late to 
cancel the funeral, because notices 
of the service had already appeared 
in several national newspapers. 

During the hearing last week, the 
court heard how Mackay and 
Atkinson had tried to sell her home 
for £250,000 less than the market 
value just three days before her 


death in 2006. 

Debbie Simcock, housekeeper to 
partially paralysed Mrs Devas from 
March 2001 to November 2003, told 
the court of her concerns about the 
woman’s declining mental capacity. 

She said Mrs Devas allowed 
employees to write cheques for her 
to sign but was afraid “someone 
could take advantage of the 
situation”. 

Mrs Devas had around £500,000 in 
the bank in 2003 but this was almost 
gone by the time she died. 

The court also heard from Claire 
Royston, an expert in dementia who 
examined Mrs Devas, who said the 
patient had been suffering from a 
“disorder of the mind” since 1995. 

She said the widow was in the 
“middle stages” of post-stroke 
dementia by 2003, two years before 
the duo are accused of producing a 
“homemade will”. 

Dr Royston said: “It is highly 
improbable that Mrs Devas had 
testamentary capacity in regard to 
the will.” 

Marcus Mackay’s ex-wife Sharron 
Mackay, 41, from Hightown, 
Hampshire, denies two charges of 
conspiracy to defraud, as does Beryl 
Benbow, 79, of The Street, Lidgate. 

Deborah Atkinson’s daughter 
Sophie Atkinson, 23, of the same 
address in Lidgate, denies one count 
of conspiracy to defraud. 

The trial continues. 


Funeral of former haulage and 
scrap metal company chief 


THE funeral of former 
haulage and scrap 
metal company boss 
Derek Cooper will be 
held next week. 

Mr Cooper, lived in 
Turnpike Road, Red 
Lodge, where his 
businesses were based. 

He died at home 
earlier this month aged 
80. 

He built up the 
haulage business 
which also had a depot 
in Norwich and had a 
fleet of more than 100 
vehicles. 

Part of the business 
was taken over by 
Fordham-based 
Turner’s two years ago. 


Mr Cooper was 
described by his family 
as “a true gentleman of 
transport”" and his 
death as “the end of an 
era”. 

He is survived by his 
wife Vera, children 
Gary and Verena as 
well as grandchildren 
and great grandchild¬ 
ren. 

His funeral will take 
place at Bury St 
Edmunds Cathedral on 
Thursday, April 29, at 
lpm.

A “SCARCE” Newmarket £5 
note produced in the early 
1900s, when Newmarket 
was still printing its own 
money, sold for £320 at an 
auction. 

Before the sale, at Spink 
in Bloomsbury, London, 
on Wednesday last week, 
the valuable Edwardian 
black and white fiver, 
emblazoned with the 


words “Newmarket Bank”, 
had been expected to sell 
for between £250 and £350. 

It was bought by a 
mystery bidder. 

The note was issued by 
the Newmarket Bank in 
May, 1902. 

It is in “good fine” 
condition and is “scarce”, 
according to auctioneers 
Spink.

Cllr Warwick Hirst, who has 
been overseeing the project with 
Cllr Fletcher, added: “Darley has 
been an amazing sponsor - they 
have not bothered us at all during 
the work.” 

An official opening is due to 
take place at 11am on April 30 
before members of the public are 
invited to inspect the pavilion 
during the afternoon. 

The decision to improve cricket 
facilities on The Severals was 
taken despite concerns that balls 
could hit passing cars on the Bury 
or Fordham Road. 

However, a survey by the 
England and Wales Cricket Board 
visited the site and agreed it was 
suitable to host games given the 


distance of the roads. 

The town council will run the 
new facilities with one of its staff 
acting as an events co-ordinator.

Cllr Michael lefferys said: “I am 
optimistic that we can create 
something small as an Olympic 
legacy that will carry on as a 
festival of sport in Newmarket.” 


County date set for television switch to digital 


THE countdown to the end of 
the analogue television era in 
Cambridgeshire has begun, 
communication bosses have 
announced. 

In preparation for the 
switchover to digital 

broadcasting, the BBC 2 signal 
from the Sandy Heath 
transmitter in Bedfordshire will 
be switched off on March 30 next 
year. 

The other four terrestrial 
channels will be switched of a 


fortnight later, on April 13. 

The same timetable will apply 
for homes in Bedfordshire but 
the timetables for Suffolk and 
Essex - served by transmitters in 
Sudbury in Suffolk and 
Tacolneston in Norfolk - are yet 
to be announced. 

Digital UK and the Switchover 
Help Scheme will launch a 
public information scheme to 
ensure viewers are ready for the 
change. 


A leaflet will be sent to every 
home, while older and disabled 
people will be offered support 
including equipment, 

installation and help afterwards. 

Peter Monteith, Digital UK’s 
regional manager, said the 
announcement paved the way 
for a “new era in broadcasting”.

The old 
Alchemist 
still a hit 

THE Marlowe Society return 
to Cambridge this week with 
a new take on Ben Jonson’s 
comic masterpiece, The 
Alchemist. 

Living in a stolen house, 
Face, Subtle and Dol 
Common are master con- 
artists - and making 
themselves a fortune. 

They occupy a vice-ridden 
London where the desire for 
wealth and women drives 
individuals to extremes, and 
frequently into extraordinary 
and often farcical situations. 
Together, the three ‘heroes’ 
entice, seduce, befuddle and 
hustle their way through life, 
coming across an eclectic 
array of colourful characters. 

First performed in 1610 
when it met with great 
success, The Alchemist is 
generally considered one of 
Jonson’s finest comic works. 

Through it he exposes 
human folly, weakness and 
vice. He mocks human 
weakness and gullibility and 
exposes the power struggles 
which take place within small 
groups of individuals, as well 
as big cities. 

Though written more than 
400 years ago, Jonson’s 
precise and enlightened 
depiction of humanity and the 
power of the city remain 
scarily relevant today.

The big film 



THE GHOST (15,128 mins) 
Thriller. Pierce Brosnan, Ewan 
McGregor, Kim Cattrall, Olivia 
Williams, Tom Wilkinson, Jon

Polanski. 

FOR a film about the rewriting of a 
political memoir, it’s deliciously ironic 
that the screenplay for Roman 
Polanski’s thriller should be one of its 
weaknesses. 

Characters are not fully formed in a 
script co-written by Polanski and 
Robert Harris, adapting his novel of 
the same name. Indeed, they are 
ciphers in a clunky and contrived plot 
that builds to a big reveal, which 
would be risible in less accomplished 
hands. 

Not that The Ghost doesn’t have its fair 
share of unintentional laughs: Ewan 
McGregor’s accent could be an 
affectionate tribute to Dick Van Dyke in 
MaryPoppins, and the trail of clues 
left for his character to unravel the 
deadly conspiracy is unmistakable. 
Polanski polishes the lacklustre 
material and his impeccable style 
creates the illusion of suspense where 
our steady pulse tells us there is none. 
Former British Prime Minister Adam 
Lang (Brosnan) takes up residence in 
a remote, state-of-the-art beach 
house on the American coast, far from 
the prying lenses of the media. 


The statesman intends to write his 
memoirs, but when his current ghost 
writer dies in suspicious 
circumstances, Lang hires another 
nameless Ghost (McGregor) to 
restructure his prose. 

The politician’s loyal and sexy 
assistant, Amelia (Cattrall), and his 
savvy wife, Ruth (Williams), keep an 
eye on the Ghost and distract him 
from the arduous task at hand. 

When Lang is accused of sanctioning 
torture during his time in office, the 
Ghost witnesses a media storm and 
the subsequent clamour to repair 
Lang’s reputation. 

The writer puts his skills to good use, 
helping Amelia draft a press statement 
robustly denying the allegations. 


At the same time, the Ghost attempts 
to solve the mystery of his 
predecessor’s demise. 

The Ghost is a routine thriller elevated 
by Polanski’s direction and an A-list 
cast, who are never stretched. 

Brosnan channels the spirit of Tony 
Blair, while McGregor flashes his 
posterior during an emotionally cold 
bedroom scene. 

Tom Wilkinson chews scenery late in 
the film in a Machiavellian supporting 
role. 

The Oscar-winning director 
orchestrates some terrific set pieces 
such as the passing of a note from the 
back of a crowded room to the front. 
Politics may be a dirty business but 
Polanski’s film is clinical and precise.

Cut to the chase: which 
mower should you use? 


I s your lawnmower 
too big, heavy and 
cumbersome? Do 
you have trouble 
manoeuvring it round 
those awkward little 
corners or up and 
down steps to get to 
your grass? If so, it may 
be time to trade it in 
for a new model. 

If you have a small lawn, 
being able to move your 
mower from one place to 
another is just as important 
as speed and cutting 
efficiency. 

With this in mind, Which? 
Gardening, the Consumers’ 
Association magazine, has 
just revealed the results of a 
survey in which researchers 
put the smallest and 
cheapest lawnmowers 
through their paces in small 
areas of grass, simulating a 
small back lawn with 
obstacles including a post 
for a clothes line, a small 
island bed, an awkward 
entrance and a mix of 
curved borders and corners. 

It found that wheeled 
rotary mowers are the best

choice for those with small 
patches of grass, as they can 
be wheeled to the lawn, 
collect clippings well and 
are easy to push around 
obstacles. 

Hover mowers, which ride 
on a cushion of air, are also 
popular as they are light and 
easily manoeuvrable. 
However, they don’t collect 
clippings, which can be a 
pain if your kids use the 
lawn and then tread all the 
clippings into the house. 

You can buy hover mowers 
with a grass collector, but 
Which? Gardening found 
that they are hard work to 
move around, especially if 
the grass box is full, and you 
have to push them in a 
straight line to collect the 
clippings. 


The survey, which focused 
on the smallest (28-33cm 
wide) and cheapest (under 
£100) mowers, gave Flymo 
the thumbs up, with its £60 
Venturer 32 wheeled rotary 
mower being voted best buy. 
It left a neat, striped finish 
on the short grass, thanks to 
a roller between the rear 
wheels, and performed well 
in the manoeuvrability tests. 

Others which also fared 
well included the Flymo Pac 
a Mow (£90), a rotary mower 
which was best at cutting a 
typical lawn, although it was 
on the heavy side at 16kg, 
while the Flymo Micro Lite, 
among the cheapest at £40 
and the lightest at 4.5kg, 
also scored well, although it 
doesn’t collect the clippings. 

The recently launched 
Gardena Powermax 32E 
(£90), a wheeled rotary 
mower, was also among the 
best buys and did well in all 
the tests, cutting right up to 
lawn edges, and comes with 
a well-balanced carry 
handle, a single lever to 
adjust the cutting height 
and adjustable handle 
height. 

Anyone who is creating a 
new lawn space this spring 


should design it with 
mowing in mind. Consider 
whether you are going to be 
able to get a mower to all 
those lawn edges and try to 
incorporate curves to 
eliminate corners in your 
lawn so you can run the 
mower right around the 
edges easily. 

If you have a corridor of 
lawn, or a narrow area of 
grass running alongside a 
path or bed, make that 
patch of lawn wide enough 
to accommodate a mower or 
you’ll never be able to cut it 
properly. 

Think about obstacles. If 
you have to have a washing 
line in your lawn, sink the 
base so that you can mow 
over it. 

Make sure your lawn 
surface is slightly higher 
than adjacent beds and 
paths, so you can run the 
mower over the edge, which 
will save you having to do 
extra trimming of lawn 
edges later on. Some people 
incorporate brick or stone 
borders around their flower 
beds, set slightly lower than 
the lawn, to separate the 
grass from the flowers and 
make mowing easier.

A row of bricks or slabs 
can also be useful if your 
lawn butts up against a 
fence. Again, they should be 
laid slightly lower than the 
lawn surface, so you can 
mow over the edge.

Engine management: 
Because of emissions 
regulations and the 
subsequent introduction of 
catalytic converters, Elec¬ 
tronic Control Units (ECUs) 
are now more complex than 
ever before. ECUs are 
generally sealed units and 
repair is often impossible. 
Exhaust systems: Most cars 
that were manufactured

after 1989 are equipped with 
catalytic converters. If 
they're not properly checked 
and maintained and your 
vehicle needs a replacement, 
it will hit you where it hurts 
the most - your pocket. 
(Because catalysts contain 
precious metals, replace¬ 
ments are very expensive). 
ABS systems: These contain 
a brain, a master cylinder, a 
pump and wheel sensors. 
Sadly, all are prone to failure. 
If your ABS fails, even if your 
brakes are functioning, your 
vehicle won’t pass its MOT. 
Automatic gearboxes: Many 
of these appear to be trouble 
free. However, as the 
odometer reading increases, 
so too does the possibility of 
failure. Most automatic 
gearboxes are managed by 
complex electronic systems 
- which makes maintenance 
even more of a specialist 
issue. 

Electronically-controlled 
heaters: Push button heating 
systems can often be found 
in many executive and 
prestige vehicles. Stepper 
motors control air directing 
flaps throughout the car 
and, should a stepper motor 
fail, the system will jam. 


Unfortunately, the only 
solution is to remove the 
dashboard and replace the 
faulty unit. 

Power-steering rack: You’ll 
be pleased to know that 
Power-steering pumps and 
racks are generally very 
reliable. However, if they're 
not correctly maintained 
and they do fail, 
replacements can be very 
costly indeed. 

Headlamps: Complex 

computer-designed lenses 
and fashionable styling have 
resulted in larger head¬ 
lamps, while improvements 
in aerodynamics have made 
them more vulnerable to 
attack from debris. A 
damaged lamp can cost you 
your MOT certificate. 

Nose and tail cones: Many 
modern bumpers are far too 
fragile to warrant their 
name. However, these 
complex plastic mouldings 
help to provide efficient 
cooling and stable 
aerodynamics. 

Dashboard electronics: 
Computers, service 
indicators and other 
electronic units control vital 
functions as the temperature

and fuel gauges. The printed 
circuit boards that are part 
and parcel of these units 
can, in certain cases, be 
unreliable. 

Power accessories: Even the 
most basic car is nowadays 
fitted with electrically- 


powered convenience 
features. These include 
things like windows, door- 
locks, sunroof and mirrors. 
Switches, motors and 
mechanisms can fail with 
age and be difficult and 
fiddly to replace or fix.
